The future class 
leaders started rising to the surface as the boldest from our midst became caught up 
in the whirlwind of clubs and athletics which sweeps Wi-Hi each fall. Homecoming, the 
first big event of the year, climaxed the football season. First among our privileges 
was the selection of class members as attendants for the school affairs. Priscilla Val- 
liant represented us in the Homecoming festivities, Sherry McMartin at the Winter 
Carnival, and -- for the spring finale -- Sandi Adkins, Janet Wosch, and Joi Langstaff 
at the May Dance. 

Approaching Wi-Hi the following September as juniors, we shed our minor fears and 
bewilderment for the renewed self-confidence and "greater expectations." Maybethere 
was a chance that we would survive the year to become mighty seniors after all.

Fifteen juniors were inducted into the 
National Honor Society in early March. Class members labored day and night to pre¬ 
sent a play to be proud ol, "The Crucible."
